Advertisement  Lighting  Restrictions. — A 

lew  Order  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
ame  into  force  on  May  18  restricting  the 
mnecessary  use  of  electric  or  other  artificial 
ight  inside  premises  for  advertising  pur- 
)oses.  This  Order,  which  is  entitled  the 
Vdvertisement  Lighting  (Restriction)  Order, 
942,  prohibits  the  use  at  any  time  of 
ighting,  fittings  or  other  appliances  whereby 
lectricity,  gas  or  other  illuminant  substance 
5  consumed  for  advertisement  purposes 
nside  any  premises  unless  it  is  proved  that 
he  use  of  such  fittings  or  appliances  is 
ither  (i)  "  reasonably  necessary  for  the 
)urpose  of  serving  the  public  and  is  still 
)eing  used  only  during  the  time  the  pre- 
ttises  are  open  to  the  public  "  ;  or  (2)  is 
nly  such  display  of  light  as  is  described  in 


Part  IV  of  the  Lighting  (Restriction)  Order, 
1940,  which  permits,  subject  to  specified 
conditions,  certain  illuminated  signs  in 
shops,  residential  hotels  and  places  of 
entertainment.

Food    and    Drugs    Act    Samples. — The 

Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  an  instruction 
to  local  authorities  in  respect  of  recent 
difficulties  met  with  in  connexion  with  the 
taking  of  samples  of  foods  the  supply  of 
which  is  restricted  and  controlled  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  The  instruction  (Circular 
No.  2640)  states  :  "  Where  a  sampling 
officer  is  authorised  to  purchase  or  take  a 
sample  of  any  article  of  food,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  him,  on  producing  some  docu- 
ment duly  authenticated  and  identifying 
him  as  such  a  sampling  officer,  to  purchase 
or  take  such  sample  notwithstanding  any 
restriction  upon  the  purchase  or  obtaining 
of  such  article  of  food  contained  in  any 
Order  made  by  the  Minister  for  the  time 
being  in  force."  This  clause  has  been  added 
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to  the  Sampling  of  Food  Order,  1942  (S.R.  & 
O.,  No.  531),  made  by  the  Minister  of  Food. 

Later  Friday  Closing  Discontinued. — An 

experiment  by  shopkeepers  in  Bristol  of 
keeping  open  on  Fridays  for  an  extra  hour 
for  the  benefit  of  munition  workers  is  to 
be  discontinued  on  the  ground  that  events 
have  shown  that  workers  do  not  make  use 
of  the  facility.

Manchester  Annual  Meetings. — The  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  the  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  May  14, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  in  the  chair.  The  report 
♦  of  the  council  and  the  branch  executive, 
read  by  the  secretary  (Mr.  T,  Miller), 
indicated  that  most  of  the  activities  of  the 
committees  during  the  year  had  been  in 
connexion  with  problems  arising  out  of 
war  conditions.  The  junior  secretary  (Mr. 
J.  Tomlinson)  reported  for  the  junior 
branch  executive.  The  treasurer  (Mr. 
J.  Tyler)  submitted  the  annual  reports  and 
balance  sheets  of  both  organisations.  The 
auditor  (Mr.  H.  Woodhead)  and  librarian

Waller  &  Riley.  He  had  occasion  to  visit 
the  premises  in  October  last  when  he  noticed 
barrels  of  wine  just  out  of  bond.  Told  by 
Mr.  Brown  that  it  was  to  be  sent  away, 
wholesale,  he  said  there  was  no  need  to  do 
that  because  he  could  sell  it  at  a  retail 
price.  They  discussed  the  commission.  Mr. 
Brown  suggested  per  cent.,  and  then 
agreed  to  give  him  10  per  cent.  Mr.  Brown 
told  him  he  was  not  going  to  accept  credit 
and  it  would  have  to  be  on  a  strictly  cash 
basis.  Defendant  said  he  saw  an  oppor- 
tunity as  an  agent  to  make  money.  He  had 
not  sold  any  wine  on  his  own  account  at 
any  time  and  every  penny  received  was  paid 
over  to  Waller  &  Riley.  He  then  received 
his  commission.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given.

The  causes  of  this  were  the  hi^ 
rate  of  income  tax  ;   excess  profits  tax 
the  full  rate  of  100  per  cent.  ;  and  expens 
not  allowed  as  charges  for  taxation  pu 
poses.  Two  years  ago  (see  C.  6-  -D.,  May 
1940,  p.  354),  to  conform  with  the  Gover 
ment's    policy,    the    directors  announce 
their    intention    to    reduce  dividend 
ordinary  shares  from  8  per  cent,  to  6  p 
cent.,  the  difference  of  ;^8,ooo  being  tra 
f erred  to  a  "  dividend  reserve  account 
"  which  will  be  available   for   future  d 
tribution    when    circumstances  permi 
They  now  feel  that  the  time  has  co 
when  this  dividend  reserve  account  shou 
be  used,  and  recommend  payment  of  2  p 
cent,  gross  on  the  ordinary  shares,  to 
charged  against  this  reserve,  rather  th 
appropriating  the  amount  out  of  profi 
for  the  current  year.    These  have  be( 
used  to  increase  general  reserve,  reser 
for  contingencies,  and  carry-forward.  It 
proposed   to   allocate  ;^5,ooo   to  gene 
reserve  and  a  similar  sum  to  reserve  f 
contingencies,  leaving  a  balance  to  car 
forward  ;^4,324  higher  than  in  the  previo 
year.    The  policy  of  the  directors,  stat 
the  report,  is  to  allow  no  considerations 
heavier  liability  to  taxation  to  stand  in  tl 
way  of  achieving  maximum  production  ar 
thus  making  the  utmost  contribution 
the  national  effort. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


ft,  Sensible  Cancellation 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  Council 
)f  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the 
mdesirability  of  holding  a  branch  repre- 
entatives'  meeting  in  connexion  with  the 
lext  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Phar- 
naceutical  Conference  (p.  547)  is  a  wise 
itep  in  view  of  the  Government's  appeal 
:o  all  citizens  to  abstain  as  much  as  possible 
rem  travelling ;  and  the  subsequent 
nnouncement  that  the  representatives' 
neeting  has  been  cancelled  is  a  proper 
lecision.  While  there  are  many  subjects 
hat  can  be  talked  about — or  even,  given 
lenient  chairman,  talked  round — at  such 
neetings,  it  cannot  be  urged  that  pharmacy 
s  at  the  moment  confronted  with  a  situation 
f  so  much  urgency  that  the  calling  together 
►f  a  representative  assembly  is  justified. 
Ve  have  it  on  excellent  authority,  for 
tistance,  that  the  Society  "  has  no  parlia- 
aentary  measure  of  any  kind  in  preparation 
t  the  present  time."  Whether  the  relations 
f  the  Science  Section  with  the  branch 
epresentatives  are  best  described  as  sym- 
iotic  or  commensal  I  need  not  discuss  ; 
he  point  is  that  the  collective  topics  dealt 
vith  by  the  representatives  are  secondary 
0  the  original  function  of  the  Conference. 

cience  First 

Shortly  before  the  outbreak  of  the  last 
rsiv  the  Conference  instituted  a  Practice 
ection  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  other 
han  those  indicated  in  its  original  constitu- 
ion.  During  that  war  the  proceedings  of 
he  section  were  suspended,  but  in  19 19 
hey  were  resumed.  When,  as  a  result  of 
egotiations  between  the  Council  of  the 
'harmaceutical  Society  and  the  Executive 
)ommittee  of  the  Conference  in  1922,  the 
oiltrol  of  the  Conference  passed  to  the 
ociety,  this  section  was  taken  over,  but 
i^ith  a  difference.  A  long  statement  by  the 
resident  of  the  Society  included  the  foUow- 
ag  sentence:  "...  the  subjects  dealt  with 
t  the  Society's  National  Conference  must 
ecessarily  be  of  the  same  nature  and 
haracter  as  those  which  it  had  been  the 
ractice  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
onference  to  deal  with  at  their  meetings, 
hough  some  subjects  affecting  the  trading 
spect  of  pharmacy  which  have  been  dis- 
ussed  at  previous  meetings  of  the  practical 
sction  of  the  Conference  would  be  barred." 
'he  last  clause  of  the  sentence-  obviously 
jfers  to  the  High  Court  decision  in  the 
enkin   test    case.     This  pronouncement 


means  not  only  that  non-scientific  subjects 
remained  subordinate  to  scientific  subjects, 
but  also  that  the  choice  of  the  former  was 
limited  by  the  scope  of  the  Society's 
functions.  In  1923  the  proceedings  of  the 
branch  representatives'  meetings  were  con- 
fined, after  an  inaugural  address  and 
discussion  on  branch  organisation,  to  the 
reading  and  discussion  of  a  paper  on  the 
practical  training  of  apprentices  and  stu- 
dents. If  we  turn  to  reports  of  recent 
Conferences,  it  appears  doubtful  whether 
this  limitation  has  been  strictly  adhered  to  ; 
but  I  believe  a  serious  effort  has  been  made 
to  confine  the  resolutions  accepted  for 
presentation  to  matters  within  the  compe- 
tence of  the  Society,  and  border-line  cases 
are  not  numerous.  Branch  representatives 
of  small  experience  should  not  suppose  that 
they  are  at  liberty  to  talk  at  large  on  trade 
topics  at  these  meetings. 

Static  "  Water 

The  member  of  Parliament  who,  as 
reported  on  p.  540,  asked  the  Home  Secre- 
tary a  question  about  preventing  mosquitoes 
from  breeding  in  "  open  tanks  and  reser- 
voirs of  static  water  kept  for  fire-fighting," 
may  or  may  not  have  had  a  profound 
knowledge  of  hydrostatics.  The  Shorter 
Oxford  Dictionary  indicates  that  the  pri- 
mary use  of  the  word  was  in  connexion 
with  the  operation  of  weighing,  the  corre- 
sponding Greek  adjective  having  the  twofold 
meaning  "pertaining  to  weighing"  and 
"  causing  to  stand."  There  was  at  one 
time  a  static  chair,  the  purpose  of  which 
was  to  determine  the  amount  of  insensible 
perspiration  by  weighing  the  body.  I  was 
not  conscious  of  losing  a  vast  amount  of 
perspiration  on  reading  the  honourable 
member's  epithet  ;  but  a  friendly  protest 
against  using  an  unusual  word  when  a 
common  one  will  serve  equally  well  may  not 
be  out  of  place.  The  eighteenth  century 
was  rather  given  to  grandiloquence  and  to 
undue  expansiveness  ;  Horace  Walpole  was 
remarkably  free  from  the  weakness,  but  the 
conversations  in  Johnson's  "  Rasselas  " 
afford  some  typical  examples  of  the  fault. 
In  Chapter  III  of  George  Eliot's  "  Middle- 
march  "  the  novelist  wishes  to  tell  her 
readers,  in  a  parenthesis,  that  the  kind  of 
straw  bonnet  worn  by  one  of  her  characters 
was  no  longer  in  fashion.  This  is  how  she 
does  it  :  "  which  our  contemporaries  might 
look  at  with  conjectural  curiosity  as  at  an 
obsolete  form  of  basket."  Xrayset 
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NEW  SCARCE  SUBSTANCES  ORDER 


In  conformity  with  Addendum  V  to  the 
British  Pharmacopceia,  1932,  the  Minister 
of  Health  has  now  made  an  Order  (S.R.  & 
O.,  No.  709,  1942)  authorising  the  replace- 
ment of  certain  spirits  and  tinctures  by 
emulsions,  concentrated  tinctures,  and 
liquid  extracts.  This  Order  is  drawn  up  on 
similar  lines  to  the  Scarce  Substances  Order, 
1 94 1,  which  authorised  the  replacement  of 
certain  potassium  salts  by  the  equivalent 
sodium  salts.  The  new  Scarce  Substances 
Order  mentions  four  spirits,  those  of 
nitrous  ether,  aromatic  ammonia,  chloro- 
form and  peppermint,  for  which  authorised 
alternatives  are  provided,  namely  :  Liq. 
aethyl.  nitrit.  cone,  liq.  ammon.  arom,, 
emuls.  chlorof.  and  emuls.  menth.  pip.  ; 
eleven  concentrated  tinctures  for  which 
formulas  are  given  in  Addendum  V,  in  place 
of  dilute  tinctures,  namely  :  aurant.,  capsici, 
cardam,  co.,  cinchonae  co.,  gent,  co., 
limonis,  lobeliae  aether.,  opii  camph., 
quassiae,  tolu,  valerian,  ammon.  Excepting 
tinct.  opii  camph.  co.,  which  is  the  present 
liq.  opii  camph.  cone,  all  these  tinctures 
are  new,  each  one  of  which  is  four  times 
the  strength  of  the  B.P.  tincture.  Tinct. 
zingib.  fort,  will  be  used  in  the  correct 
proportion  to  replace  tinct.  zingib.  mit., 
and  infus.  calumbae  cone,  in  suitable  pro- 
portion will  replace  tinct.  calumbse.  There 
remain  ten  tinctures  which  are  to  be  re- 
placed by  liquid  extracts.  These  are : —

Of  these  liquid  extracts  only :  ext. 
cinchonas  liq.,  ext.  quillaiae  liq.,  and  ext.

War  Formulary,  Ext.  quillaiae  liq.  is  used 
to  make  the  emulsions  of  chloroform  and 
peppermint,  and  it  may  now  replace  the 
tinct.  quillaiae  in  lot.  sulphuris.  co.  and  mist, 
creosoti  et  sodii  iodidi  of  the  National  War 
Formulary.  Ext.  cinchonae  liq.  and  ext.

Certain  minor  amendments  to  th 
National  War  Formulary  have  also  beei 
made,  partly  to  economise  certain  sub 
stances  which  have  unexpectedly  becom 
scarce,  and  partly  to  reduce  needless  multi 
plicity  of  formulas  substantially  identical 
In  the  first  class  are  the  omission  of  solutio: 
of  burnt  sugar  from  all  preparations  in  th 
National  War  Formulary,  the  reduction  ii 
strength  of  anise  oil  in  emuls.  anisi  to  one 
fifth,  and  the  reduction  of  menthol  an( 
camphor  in  the  nebulae  of  ephedrine  an( 
compound  menthol  and  thymol  to  4  gi 
per  ounce.  In  the  second  class  are  deletio: 
of  emuls.  paraffin  liq.  and  emuls.  parafif.  lie 
cum  phenolphthal.  and  liq.  chloroxylenoli 
and  inject,  quin.  dihydrochlor.,  which  ar 
replaced  by  the  B.P.C.  preparations 
Chemists  should  note  that  stocks  of  th 
above  N.W.F.  preparations  may  be  dis 
pensed  until  they  are  exhausted.  Hausi 
chloral,  containing  in  each  dose  20  gr.  c 
chloral  hydrate  flavoured  with  elixir  0 
saccharin  is  a  new  addition  to  the  Natiom 
War  Formulary.

The  General  Purposes, 
Central  N.H.I,  and  Building  Committees 
and  organisation  subcommittee  were  re- 
elected, and  representatives  were  appointed 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Joint  and 
Parliamentary  Committees,  Drug  Trade 
Council,  and  Chemists'  Friends  Council. 
The  secretary's  report  on  work  undertaken 
during  the  month  was  received. 

Relations  with  Pharmaceutical  Society 

The  secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  a 
letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  saying  that  the  interpreta- 
tion the  Executive  had  placed  upon  the 
Council's  letter  of  March  5  correctly  ex- 
pressed the  Council's  intention.  Letters  of 
congratulation  to  the  N.P.U.  upon  twenty- 
one  years  of  service  to  pharmacy  were 
also  received  „,  from  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  from  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat. 

Resolution  and  Reports 

Sunderland  Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  sub- 
mitted a  resolution  urging  the  imposition  of 
penalties  on  chemists  who  persistently 
infringed  conditions  of  supply  of  Chemists' 
Ftiends  goods  by  displaying  non-C.F.  goods 
in  their  windows.  The  secretary  reported 
that  subscribers  to  the  Air  Raid  Assistance 
Fund  had  been  informed  that  no  further 
caU-up  of  subscription  would  be  made  until 
circumstances  warranted  it,  and  that  one 


claim  in  respect  of  a  five-day  closure  had 
been  settled  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Executive.  Subscriptions  to  the  War 
Distress  Fund  totalled  8,570  at  the  time 
of  the  meeting  ;  this  amount  included  a 
contribution  from  Mr.  Dobson  upon  the 
termination  of  his  year  of  office  as  chairman. 
It  was  resolved  that  a  letter  of  congratula- 
tion should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Linstead  upon 
his  adoption  as  Conservative  candidate  at 
a  by-election  in  the  Putney  parliamentary 
division. 

N.H.I.  Matters 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  suggesting  an  increase  in  the 
remuneration  of  chemist  contractors  under 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts  by  one- 
sixth  of  existing  dispensing  fees,  in  order 
to  recompense  them  for  expenses  due  to 
war  conditions,  the  increase  to  take  effect 
as  from  January  i,  1942.  As  the  Ministry 
was  only  prepared  to  antedate  the  increase 
to  January  i,  and  it  was  to  apply  for  the 
remaining  period  of  the  war,  the  Executive 
considered  that  an  increase  of  one-sixth 
was  inadequate,  particularly  since  the 
Ministry  had  intimated  that  it  would  expect 
no  representations  to  be  made  to  it  for 
a  further  increase  at  the  termination  of  the 
present  contract  in  December  1942.  It  was 
resolved  that  the  chairman  of  the  Central 
N.H.I.  Committee,  and  the  secretary  of  the 
Union,  should  be  authorised  to  interview 
the  Ministry.  The  Committee  also  con- 
sidered the  period  that  should  be  allowed  to 
chemists  to  dispose  of  stocks  of  tinctures, 
etc.,  rendered  excessive  by  the  imminent 
publication  of  an  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  that  would  replace  many 
ordinary  tinctures  with  concentrated  pre- 
parations. It  was  resolved  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  should  be  approached  and  asked 
to  allow  three  months  to  elapse  before  the 
new  preparations  should  come  into  force 
for  N.H.I,  purposes,  and  that  no  liability 
should  be  placed  upon  the  chemist  to  en- 
dorse prescriptions  he  might  receive  during 
that  period. 

Anniversary  Luncheon 

The  Executive  meeting  was  preceded  by 
a  luncheon  given  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant 
in  honour  of  the  twenty-first  anniversary 
of  the  inauguration  of  the  Union.  The 
retiring  chairman  (Mr.  A.  Dobson),  was  the 
guest  of  honour,  and  a  presentation  was 
made  to  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  of  a  silver 
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salver,  suitably  inscribed,  as  a  token  of  the 
Executive's  appreciation  of  his  twenty- 
one  years'  devoted  service  as  secretary  of 
the  N.P.U.  Mr.  Mallinson  expressed  his 
appreciation  and  thanks. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

The  terms  of  settlement  of  six  claims  were 
reported  to  the  directors  and  approved. 
The  settlements  included  payments  of  /15 
in  a  claim  arising  from  the  destruction  of  a 
shed  adjoining  a  member's  premises  by  fire 
alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  the  negligent 
burning  of  rubbish  by  an  errand  boy  ;  {7.^ 
for  damage  to  a  plate-glass  window  by  a 
cycling  errand  boy  ;  and  £^  for  claim  due 
to  poisoning  of  poultry  through  the  use  of 
a  proprietary  rat-bait  which  had  changed 
its  composition.  A  claim  for  damages 
alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  a  fall  over 
a  weighing  machine  outside  a  member's 
premises  was  resisted  in  the  Courts,  but  the 


plaintiff  secured  judgment  and  an  award 
of  damages  amounting  to  ;^200. 

Police  Court  Cases 

The  secretary  reported  the  defence  of 
member  against  whom  a  summons  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  had  been  issued  in 
connexion  with  the  sale  of  a  branded  tonic 
wine.  Complete  vindication  of  the  chemist 
retailer  had  not  been  possible,  since  the 
Court  had  not  accepted  the  view  that  the 
chemist  had  shown  all  due  care  at  the 
time  when  he  purchased  the  article.  Mem- 
bers were  advised  to  withdraw  the  item 
from  sale  and  to  ascertain  from  their 
supplier  the  terms  on  which  its  return  for 
credit  would  be  accepted.  Defence  had  also 
been  provided  for  a  member  summoned 
under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  in  connexion 
with  a  sale  of  a  branded  proprietary  at  a 
price  regarded  as  excessive  ;  a  fine  of 
had  been  imposed. 


ULSTER  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 


The  first  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee in  the  new  quarters  (see  C.  &  D., 
May  9,  p.  507)  took  place  on  May  5,  when 
members  inspected  the  premises.  The 
president  (Mr.  P.  R.  W.  Shinner)  occupied 
the  chair,  and  there  were  present  Messrs. 
J.  C.  Acheson,  E.  J.  Crawford,  J.  Dundee, 
R.  Gibson,  T.  A.  Gibson,  J.  N.  Hogg,  A.  E. 
Johnston,  James  McDowell,  R.  A.  McEwen, 
J.  McGregor,  W.  J.  Rankin  (treasurer), 
E.  A.  Richey  and  A.  Steede.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  James  McClenahan)  was  in  attendance. 

Vote  of  Sympathy 

The  President  asked  those  present  to 
stand  in  silence  in  sympathy  with  Mr.  J .  N. 
Hogg,  who  had  recently  suffered  bereave- 
ment by  the  death  of  his  father,  Mr.  S. 
Hogg,  Ph.C,  an  old  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  president  conveyed  this  vote  of 
sympathy  to  Mr.  J.  N.  Hogg,  who  replied 
suitably. 

Clearing  House  and  Unauthorised  Retailing 

It  was  decided  that  a  notice  should  be 
sent  to  members  advising  that  the  clearing- 
house scheme  would  not  be  put  into  opera- 
tion, as  the  number  of  replies  received  to  the 
circular  on  the  matter  had  been  insufficient 
to  justify  the  undertaking.  The  Secre- 
tary reported  that  he  had  asked  the  Local 
Price  Regulation  Committee  to  investigate 
the  selling  of  proprietary  medicines  by 
certain  stores  in  Belfast,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  U.C.A.  were  not  entitled  by 


law  to  make  sales  of  these  goods  since  they 
had  not  sold  medicines  during  the  period 
stated  in  the  regulations.  He  had  not  yet 
received  a  report  on  the  matter.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  press  for  action 
and  to  state  the  executive  committee's  view 
that  trading  by  such  stores  should  be 
prevented. 

Price  Changes 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  advise 
members  of  the  classes  of  goods  affected  by 
the  budget  proposal  increasing  purchase  tax 
from  33^^  per  cent,  to  66f  per  cent.,  and  to 
advise  new  retail  prices  for  these  goods  as 
soon  as  precise  information  became  avail- 
able. 

Furnishing  of  Premises 

Mr.  J.  Dundee  proposed  a  motion  stand- 
ing in  his  name  :  That  a  further  sum  of  £2^, 
in  addition  to  the  sums  already  voted,  be 
expended  on  furnishing  and  decorating  the 
Association's  new  premises.  Mr.  R.  A. 
McEwen  seconded  and  this  was  passed. 
The  Secretary  reported  that,  since  great 
difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  purchas- 
ing office  furniture,  he  had,  at  the  direction 
of  the  emergency  committee,  requested 
members  to  donate  or  loan  chairs  and  desks. 
In  response  to  this  appeal  Mr.  J.  Dundee 
had  donated  two  chairs,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  E. 
Simmons  an  office  desk  ;  the  president  had 
donated  an  antique  bronze  mortar  and 
pestle,  and  Grattan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  a  number 
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of  ash-trays.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed 
to  all  the  donors.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  complete  all  necessary  addi- 
tional insurance  consequent  upon  the  taking 
and  furnishing  of  the  new  offices. 

Correspondence 

The  N.P.U.,  Ltd.,  thanked  the  U.C.A. 
for  their  offer  to  send  copies  of  the  circular 
concerning  the  C.F.  policy  to  chemists  in 
Northern  Ireland.  A  suggestion  made  by 
the  N.P.U.  that^  of  the  ys.  6d.  registration 
fee,  2s.  6d.  should  be  paid  to  the  U.C.A.  to 
cover  expenses  in  connexion  with  the  C.F. 
scheme,  was  approved.  A  letter  was  read 
from  the  East  Antrim  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion asking  that  the  U.C.A.  should  send 
representatives  to  the  next  meeting  of  that 
Association  at  Larne.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  president,  with  another  member  of  the 
committee  and  the  secretary,  should  repre- 
sent the  U.C.A.  at  this  meeting.  The  ques- 
tion of  holding  a  meeting  of  representatives 
from  each  of  the  local  associations  of 
country  chemists  was  discussed,  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  matter  should  be  left  in 
abeyance  until  arrangements  for  the  annual 
meeting  were  considered. 


A  report  was  received  from  the  Northern 
Ireland  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund.  The 
president  (Mr.  P.  R.  W.  Shinner)  and  Mr.  A. 
Steede  were  appointed  as  the  Association's 
representatives  on  the  committee  of  the  Fund. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  written  by 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  a  member  asking 
for  an  explanation  of  his  action  in  dispensing 
bismuth  instead  of  magnesium  trisilicate  in 
January.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to 
reply  pointing  out  that  general  difficulty  had 
been  experienced  in  obtaining  supplies  of 
magnesium  trisilicate  in  January  since  the 
National  War  Formulary  had  only  been 
received  by  chemists  late  in  December  ;  he 
was  directed  to  point  out  also  that  chemists 
in  Northern  Ireland  were  at  a  disadvantage 
in  receiving  supplies  generally,  since  the 
railway  companies  would  often  refuse  goods 
for  Northern  Ireland  for  weeks  at  a 
time,  and  to  ask  that  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
should  take  steps  to  have  this  inconvenience 
to  chemists  and  insured  persons  minimised. 

Mr.  James  McDowell  asked  the  Associa- 
tion to  secure  better  supplies  of  methylated 
spirit  to  chemists  who  bought  from  whole- 
salers. Members  who  experienced  difficulty 
were  asked  to  write  to  the  Secretary.

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Restrictive  Arrangements  by  Manufac- 
turers.— Mr.  A.  Edwards  asked  the  Minister 
of  Production  on  May  13  whether  he  had 
satisfied  himself  that  no  restrictive  arrange- 
ments pertaining  to  essential  products,  pro- 
cesses or  commodities  existed  between 
manufacturers  or  other  businesses  in  this 
country  and  other  countries  similar  to  the 
arrangements  recently  disclosed  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Mr.  Lyttelton  :  I  have  made  careful  in- 
vestigations .  .  .  and  have  found  no  cases 
of  such  restriction.  I  may  point  out  that 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act  makes 
any  such  arrangements  an  offence. 

Mr.  Edwards  :  Is  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man aware  that  there  have  been  very  defi- 
nite arrangements  in  the  past  for  the  ex- 
change of  processes,  patents,  etc.,  such  as 
those  which  Imperial  Chemical  Industries 
had  with  German  companies  ?  Is  he  quite 
satisfied  that  those  arrangements  have  been 
cancelled  ? 

Mr.  Lyttelton  :   Yes,  Sir. 


Retail   Trade   Committee's   Report. — Sir 

Leonard  Lyle  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  May  12  whether  he  could 
arrange  to  obtain  the  final  report  of  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  before  the  Whit- 
suntide Recess  or  whether,  if  that  was 
impossible,  he  could  make  some  early 
statement  of  Government  policy  towards 
individual  retail  traders  under  war  condi- 
tions.— Mr.  De  la  Bere  asked  a  similar 
question. 

Mr.  Dalton  :  The  Retail  Trade  Commit- 
tee is  preparing  its  Report  with  all  possible 
speed,  and  I  hope  it  will  soon  be  completed. 
It  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  make  any 
statement  of  policy  or '  comment  on  the 
attitude  of  traders  before  I  have  been  able 
to  study  the  Report. 

Answering  Mr.  Doland,  who  pointed  out 
that  it  was  twelve  months  since  the  com- 
mittee had  been  set  up,  and  that  many  small 
shopkeepers  had  been  swept  away  in  the 
meantime,  Mr.  Dalton  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  already  made  two  interim  reports.

National  Standards 

An  explanation  seems  called  for  in 
respect  of  the  announcement  that  "the 
Government  recognises  the  British  Stan- 
dards Institution  as  the  sole  organisation 
for  the  issue,  in  consultation  with  any 
Government,  professional  or  industrial 
bodies  concerned,  of  standards  having  a 
national  application,"  In  its  widest  sense 
this  means  that  the  only  body  recognised 
as  capable  or  suitable  for  the  purpose  is 
the  B.S.I.,  and  no  limit  whatsoever  is 
apparently  placed  on  the  issuing  by  it  of 
national  standards.  It  is  true  the  com- 
munication calling  attention  to  the 
arrangement  was  sent  out  by  the  Minister 
of  Production  and  it  may  be  that  the 
consultations  and  the  standards  are  in- 
tended to  apply  only  to  such  matters  as 
come  within  the  purview  of  that  Ministry 
and  are  not  to  be  of  general  application. 
If  this  is  the  scope  of  the  arrangement  it 
would  have  been  better  to  have  amended 
the  statement  accordingly.  The  General 
Medical  Council  publishes  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and  both 
volumes  contain  "  standards  having 
national  application." 


In  May  1940  the  B.S.I,  issued  a  specifi- 
cation for  Bleach  Ointment  (Anti-gas 
No.  i)  and  at  the  time  we  called  attention 
to  the  undesirability  of  a  body  mainly 
concerned  with  industrial  standardisation 
concerning  itself  with  a  medicinal  prepara- 
tion. Protests  were  also  made  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  representatives  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission,  The  B.S.I,  contended  that 
the  Bleach  Ointment  was  "  a  protective 
rather  than  a  medical  device,"  with  which 
Mr.  Linstead  and  the  representatives 
agreed.  Our  view  on  that  occasion  was  that 
this  attitude  was  wrong.  Now,  in  view 
of  the  communication  referred  to  above,  it 
is  time  for  a  clear  understanding  that  the 
formulation  of  official  standards  of  products 
having  a  medicinal  or  pharmaceutical  char- 
acter should  be  devised  and  issued  by  the 
organisations  whose  function  it  is  to  do  so 
and  not  by  the  British  Standards  Institution, 

Disclosure  of  the  Formula 

From  July  i  any  substance  recommended 
as  a  medicine  is  required  to  be  labelled 
in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  194 1,  i.e,  there  must  be  dis- 
closure of  the  formula.  In  the  C.  D., 
April  25  (p.  468),  we  called  attention  to  a 
number  of  difficulties  arising  in  connexion 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  These 
included  the  question  whether  or  not  the 
indication  of  the  dosage  constituted  re- 
commendation, and  we  urged  the  need, 
failing  a  decision  in  the  Courts,  of  ofhcial 
guidance  in  the  matter. 

Counsel's  Opinion 

The  subject  was  discussed  at  the  Council 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  on  May  7  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  16, 
p.  548)  and  it  was  stated  that  Counsel's 
advice  had  been  taken,  with  the  result 
that  the  Society  is  now  of  the  opinion  that 
indication  of  the  dosage  in  most  cases 
makes  an  article  a  substance  recommended 
as  a  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  and  especially  for  the  purposes  of 
Sections  11  and  12.  Thus,  where  a  dose  is 
mentioned  on  a  label,  wrapper,  advertise- 
ment or  elsewhere  it  will  usually  entail 
disclosure  on  the  container  of  the  com- 
position of  the  preparation  concerned. 
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The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  con- 
siderable responsibilities  in  this  connexion 
since  it  has  not  only  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  its  members  but  it  is  also  the 
administering  and  the  prosecuting  author- 
ity. The  Council  has,  therefore,  acted 
wisely  in  obtaining  legal  advice  on  whether 
indication  of  dosage  constitutes  recom- 
mendations, and  anyone  disagreeing  with 
the  ruling  given  on  a  particular  label  must 
obviously  face  the  prospect  of  the  case 
being  carried  to  the  Courts.  The  Society's 
tripartite  position  is  a  difficult  one,  as  if  a 
prosecution  were  instituted  for  an  alleged 
infringement  of  the  Act  and  the  justice 
considered  the  action  had  been  taken 
unreasonably,  considerable  harm  would  be 
done  to  the  Society's  prestige  and  this  in 
turn  would  reflect  on  members. 

While  the  position  to  which  we  referred 
in  the  C.  D.  has  now  been  made  clearer, 
the  Council  could,  in  our  opinion,  carry  the 
matter  a  stage  further  and  so  considerably 
assist  manufacturers,  i.e.  it  should  make 
an  endeavour  to  lay  down  principles  on 
the  lines  on  which  it  proposes  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  a  preparation  is  a 
recommended  medicine.  The  matter  was 
discussed  in  the  editorial  article  mentioned 
and  if  the  Council  does  not  act  quickly  in 
the  manner  now  suggested  it  is  obvious 
that  chemists  and  manufacturers,  in  order 
to  avoid  printing  costs  or  possible  prosecu- 
tion, will  submit  all  doubtful  labels  for 
decision.  A  further  matter  in  connexion 
with  labelling  on  which  the  Council  might 
offer  guidance  concerns  Section  8  of  the 
Act,  particularly  as  to  what  can  be  reason- 
ably regarded  as  reference  to  treatment  of 
the  kidneys,  without  incurring  the  risk  of 
penalties  for  indirectly  alluding  to  Bright' s 
disease,  chest  or  lung  mixtures  without 
implying  treatment  for  tuberculosis,  and  so 
forth. 

War  Damage  Insurance 

The  Board  of  Trade,  acting  through  the 
Insurance  and  Companies  Department,  is 
responsible  for  three  War  Damage  Insurance 
schemes :  (a)  the  Commodities  Scheme, 
covering  traders'  stocks,  {b)  the  Business 
Scheme,  covering  plant  and  machinery  and 
business  equipment  generally  as  well  as  a 
special  scheme  for  farmers  to  cover  the 


farmer's  equipment,  livestock,  crops  and 
goods  on  the  farm,  (c)  the  Private  Chattels 
Scheme,  i.e.  furniture,  clothing  and  other 
effects  belonging  to  private  persons.  The 
department  is  not  responsible  for  insurance 
against  damage  to  buildings,  houses  or  other 
fixed  property,  or  for  Marine  Insurance, 
which  fall  under  the  War  Damage  Com- 
mission and  the  Ministry  of  War  Transport. 

Business  Scheme  Compulsory 

Insurance  under  the  Commodities  and 
Business  Scheme  is  compulsory  where 
stocks  or  business  equipments,  as  the  case 
may  be,  exceed  ^i,ooo  in  value  (;^2oo  in 
the  case  of  foodstuffs).  Insurance  under 
the  Chattels  Scheme  is  voluntary.  It  is 
noted  that  if  a  person  does  not  insure  he  is 
not  entitled  to  any  compensation,  apart 
from  the  free  cover  provided  under  the 
Private  Chattels  Scheme,  but  there  is  no 
free  cover  under  the  Commodities  or  the 
Business  Schemes. 

In  view  of  the  resumption  of  bombing,  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  explain  the  claims 
organisation  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
way  in  which  it  is  functioning  under  existing 
conditions.  In  order  to  deal  rapidly  with 
all  claims,  the  Board  of  Trade  in  June  1941 
decentralised  the  claims  administration  by 
dividing  the  United  Kingdom  into  thirty- 
five  insurance  districts,  four  of  which 
embrace  the  London  area.  With  the  co- 
operation of  the  insurance  companies  and 
Lloyd's,  they  have  appointed  in  each 
district  outside  London  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  managers  of  the  branches  of 
certain  of  the  leading  insurance  companies 
in  the  respective  districts,  who  are  respon- 
sible for  dealing  with  claims  under  the 
commodities  and  business  schemes  arising 
in  the  districts.  In  the  London  area,  the 
arrangement  is  slightly  different. 

To  assist  small  traders,  particularly  in  the 
salvaging  of  their  stocks,  the  Board  of 
Trade  is  encouraging  the  establishment 
of  "  Mutual  Aid  Associations  "  to  act  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  district  insurance 
committees.  It  is  most  important  that 
traders  should  familiarise  themselves  with 
the  Government  schemes.  They  can  do  so 
by  consulting  the  insurance  company, 
broker  or  agent  through  whom  they  effect 
their  ordinary  fire  insurance. 
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NUTRITION  IN  WAR-TIME

VI. — Vitamin  and  Mineral 
Requirements 

Vitamins  and  essential  minerals  differ  from 
all  the  other  factors  so  far  considered  in  that 
deficiency  is  known  to  cause  disease  in 
which  departure  from  normal  health  is 
characterised  by  definite  symptoms  be- 
coming more  pronounced  as  the  deficiency 
becomes  greater.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  determine  as  accurately  as  possible  the 
requirements  of  each  of  the  vitamins  and 
essential  minerals  at  different  ages  and  under 
different  conditions  in  order  to  be  able  to 
assess  the  value  of  diets  and  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  these  factors  are  distributed  to 
different  sections  of  the  community  accord- 
ing to  their  need. 

Vitamin  Investigations. — The  determina- 
tion of  vitamin  requirements,  and  their 
application  in  human  nutrition  studies, 
necessitates  the  employment  of  three 
different  types  of  investigation  :  (i)  The 
discovery  of  deficiency  symptoms  in  experi- 
mental animals  which  can  be  used  for 
detecting  sources  of  the  vitamins  and  for 
providing  a  rough  indication  of  the  relative 
potencies  of  different  sources  ;  (2)  the 
development  of  physical  or  chemical 
methods  of  measuring  vitamin  deficiency 
in  man ;  (3)  the  development  of  physical  or 
chemical  methods  of  estimating  the  vita- 
mins. Deficiency  symptoms  used  in  experi- 
mental animals  are  not  always  suitable  for 
application  to  man.  The  deficiency  symp- 
tom may  be  allowed  to  develop  to  a  later 
stage  in  animals  in  order  to  obtain  marked 
efiects  which  are  more  readily  detected  and 
measured.  The  animals  may  be  killed  and 
histological  examination  made  of  their 
bones,  teeth,  etc.,  to  determine  the  degree  of 
deficiency. 

Vitamin  Deficiencies  in  Man. — The  above 
methods  obviously  cannot  be  applied  to 
man,  who  on  the  other  hand  can  be  exam- 
ined by  methods  involving  a  higher  degree 
of  intelligence  than  is  found  in  animals.  The 
dark  adaptation  test  for  vitamin  A  in 
which  the  subject  has  to  read  letters  on  a 
card  will  serve  as  an  example.  The  tendency 
in  studies  of  vitamin  deficiency  in  man  is  to 
rely  more  and  more  on  biochemical  tests 
applied  to  the  blood  and  urine.  For  ex- 
ample, deficiency  of  vitamin  D  in  young 
children  was  formerly  detected  by  rachitic 


symptoms  defending  on  imperfect  bone 
formation.  Accurate  assessment  of  the 
degree  of  deficiency  depended  mainly  on 
x-rSiY  photographs.  A  more  reliable  and 
accurate  method  has  now  been  found  in  the 
determination  of  the  phosphatase  content 
of  the  blood.  This  increases  to  two  or  three 
times  the  normal  value  in  rickets,  appears 
before  other  symptoms,  and  is  the  last 
symptom  to  yield  to  treatment. 

Vitamins  and  Growth. — The  accompany- 
ing table  summarises  deficiency  symptoms 
commonly  used  in  experiments  on  animals 
and  in  nutrition  surveys  on  man.  In  animals 
assessment  of  the  degree  of  deficiency  is 
often  subjective,  depending  on  personal 
assessment  of  anatomical  or  histological

features  which,  although  specific  symptoms, 
of  deficiency  are  difficult  to  assess  accur- 
ately and  therefore  subject  to  high  experi- 
mental errors.  More  accurate  methods 
depending  on  subnormal  growth  have  been 
successfully  applied  to  vitamins  A  and 
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and  riboflavin.  Such  methods  are  not 
specific,  because  subnormal  growth  may  be 
caused  by  a  deficient  supply  of  any  one  of 
a  number  of  factors.  Therefore  it  is  neces- 
sary in  growth  tests  to  ensure  that  the  diet 
of  the  experimental  animals  contains  a 
sufficient  supply  of  all  the  essential  factors 
except  the  one  being  investigated,  of  which 
it  should  contain  as  little  as  possible.  This 
may  be  done  by  means  of  {a)  negative 
control  experiments,  in  which  the  animals 
are  given  the  basal  diet  only,  when  they 
should  develop  deficiency  symptoms  specific 
for  the  given  vitamin  ;  {b)  positive  control 
experiments,  in  which  the  addition  of  a 
known  amount  of  the  given  vitamin  to  the 
basal  diet  prevents  the  development  of  the 
specific  symptoms.  Such  methods  are 
not  applicable  in  human  nutrition  studies. 

Body  Reserves  of  Vitamins. — The  fat- 
soluble  vitamins  A  and  D  (and  probably 
also  E)  are  stored  in  the  liver  and  other 
organs  in  amounts  which  vary  considerably 
but  in  adults  may  be  sufficient  for  several 
months'  supply.  Hence  a  diet  deficient  in 
these  vitamins  may  take  weeks  or  months 
to  produce  any  visible  effect  in  adults.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  water-soluble  vitamins 
B  complex  and  C  are  stored  in  relatively 
much  smaller  amounts  in  adults,  and 
deficiency  soon  produces  a  serious  depletion 
in  the  body  reserves.  If  a  person  with 
depleted  body  reserves  is  given  a  large  dose 
of  the  vitamin  most  of  it  is  retained  in  the 
body  to  make  good  the  deficiency.  If  a 
normal  person  takes  such  a  large  dose,  most 
of  it  is  excreted  in  the  urine.  Thus  a  method 
is  provided  of  measuring  the  body  reserve 
of  the  vitamin.  A  large  dose  of  it  is  taken 
daily,  and  the  amount  excreted  in  the  urine 
is  roughly  determined.  If  the  diet  taken 
during  the  previous  few  weeks  has  been 
providing  sufficient  vitamin,  the  body 
reserve  will  be  very  high,  and  after  the  first 
day  or  so  most  of  the  vitamin  given  will  be 
excreted  in  the  urine.  The  more  of  these 
daily  doses  which  have  to  be  given  to  pro- 
duce the  large  excretion,  the  lower  is  the 
body  reserve.  This  type  of  test — a  urine 
saturation  test — is  being  widely  used  to 
estimate  the  human  requirements  of  vita- 
mins Bi  and  C. 

Blood  Tests  for  Deficiencies. — These  are 
much  less  commonly  employed  than  urine 
tests  to  determine  vitamin  deficiencies  in 
man,  but  are  of  great  importance  in  measur- 
ing deficiencies  of  calcium  and  iron.  Deter- 
mination of  the  haemoglobin  content  of  the 
blood  is  probably  the  simplest  and  most 
widely  employed  test  for  a  dietary  deficiency 


that  has  yet  been  devised.  The  blood  being 
on  the  whole  much  more  difficult  to  examine 
than  the  urine  has  prevented  widespread 
application  of  estimations  of  the  vitamin 
A  or  C  content  of  the  blood,  although  this 
might  detect  deficiency. 

Requirements  of  Vitamin  B. — Moderately 
active  adults  on  diets  providing  3  to  3-5 
thousands  of  Calories  daily  require  daily 
about  mgm.  of  vitamin  B^,  2|  mgm.  of 
riboflavin  and  15  mgm.  of  nicotinic  acid. 
The  requirements  are  roughly  parallel  to 
the  food  intake.  Thus  a  child  of  two  years 
may  require  only  half  a  milligram  daily  of 
vitamin  B^,  which  is  a  third  of  the  normal 
adult  requirement,  but  as  such  a  child  will 
eat  only  about  a  third  of  the  amount  of  the 
food  eaten  by  the  adult,  the  concentration 
in  the  diet  should  be  the  same  at  all  ages. 

Requirements  of  Vitamin  D. — These  differ 
markedly  from  those  of  the  B  vitamins  in 
being  much  greater  in  children  than  in 
adults,  as  might  be  expected  from  the  fact 
that  the  vitamin  is  needed  mainly  to  ensure 
assimilation  of  calcium  and  adequate  bone 
formation.  Probably  because  a  rapid  and 
reliable  chemical  or  physical  test  for  vitamin 
D  is  not  yet  known,  accurate  figures  for 
vitamin  D  requirements  are  lacking.  All 
the  evidence  so  far  obtained  goes  to  show 
that  the  vitamin  D  requirements  of  children 
are  considerably  greater  than  those  of 
adults,  and  when  it  is  realised  that  these 
requirements  have  to  be  supplied  in  a 
smaller  quantity  of  food  the  need  becomes 
clear  for  children  to  be  allotted  foods 
specially  rich  in  vitamin  D  and  calcium,  or 
else  provided  with  special  sources  of  these 
factors.  Whilst  an  adult  may  require  only 
200  to  400  I.U.  daily  of  vitamin  D,  an  infant 
may  require  five  to  ten  times  this  amount. 

Requirements  of  Vitamin  A. — An  adult 
requires  probably  4,000  to  5,000  I.U.  daily 
of  vitamin  A,  provided  either  as  preformed 
vitamin  from  animal  foods  or  as  carotene 
from  vegetable  sources.  Children  in  their 
'teens  are  thought  in  this  country  to  need 
more  vitamin  A  than  adults,  but  the  most 
recent  American  figures  indicate  that  the 
vitamin  A  requirements  resemble  the 
vitamin  B  requirements  in  being  roughly 
parallel  to  food  intake.  Probably  it  will  be 
safer  to  give  the  children  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  and  assume  they  need  more  vitamin  A  , 
than  adults. 

Requirements  of  Vitamin  C. — Adults 
require  about  50  mgm.  daily,  and  children 
less,  about  in  proportion  to  the  food  intake. 
These  estimates  are  subject  to  certain 
corrections  which  will  be  discussed  later. 
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The  last  afternoon  meeting  of  the  session 
was  held  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
Friends  House,  Euston  Road,  London, 
N.W.I,  on  May  13,  the  president  (Mr. 
W.  Deacon)  in  the  chair,  when  a  lecture  on 
"  Prescribing  in  War-time  "  was  given  by 
Mr.  Philip  Hamill,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  lecturer  in 
pharmacology  and  therapeutics,  St.  Bartho- 
lomew's Medical  College,  and  chairman  of 
the  National  War  Formulary  Committee. 
Opening  the  meeting,  the  president  took  the 
opportunity  of  congratulating  the  secre- 
tary, Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  O.B.E.,  M.P.,  on 
behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  on  his 
recent  success  in  the  Putney  by-election. 
Dr.  Hamill  said — 

Despite  the  ancient  motto  "  Tuto  cito  et 
jucundo  "  it  is  now  necessary  to  obtain  the 
maximum  therapeutic  efficiency  in  the 
shortest  possible  time  with  minimum  de- 
mands on  national  resources  in  money, 
materials,  man-power  and  transport. 

Principles  of  Economy. — For  teaching 
purposes  I  suggest  principles  which,  if  sys- 
tematically applied,  will  result  in  economies 
without  great  strain  on  the  memory  : — 
Shipping  shortage  must  be  respected  ; 
munitions  must  have  priority,  except  for 
really  essential  medical  purposes,  in  claims 
on  materials,  reagents,  manufacture  and 
transport ;  foodstuffs,  human  or  animal, 
must  not  be  wasted  or  diverted  to  pharmacy 
without  real  necessity  ;  simplicity  is  essen- 
tial ;  most  flavouring  agents  are  unessential 
and  should  be  omitted  ;  elegance  must  give 
way  to  efficacy  ;  proprietary  names,  especi- 
ally of  enemy  origin,  should  be  avoided. 
The  foodstuff  category  covers  many  sub- 
stances if  derivatives  are  recalled.  Pro- 
teins and  animal  products  include  liver 
(controlled  by  Orders) ,  hormones  and  gland 
products.  Fats  include  cod  liver  oil,  vege- 
table oils,  many  liniments  and  lard  used  in 
ointments,  glycerin.  Carbohydrates  and 
derivatives  include  starch  in  dusting 
powders,  malt  extract,  sucrose,  dextrose, 
glucose,  honey,  alcohol  as  such  and  in 
tinctures,  citrates. 

Glucose. — How  often  are  dextrose  and 
glucose  required  ?  Many  hundreds  of  tons 
are  imported  annually  across  the  Atlantic. 
The  quantity  could  be  reduced  to  a  quarter 
or  less  without  disadvantage  and  with  great 
economy  in  money,  at  least.  Their  exten- 
sive use  is  largely  the  result  of  fashion. 
Except  by  infants  sucrose  is  readily  hydro- 
lysed  and  absorbed  almost  as  quickly  as 


glucose.  In  hypoglycaemia  after  insulin  the 
best  sugar  is  that  most  readily  obtainable, 
and  even  in  these  days  sucrose  can  be  got 
at  once  in  every  household.  The  normal 
end-product  of  the  digestion  of  starch  is 
dextrose.  In  most  cases  where  it  is  desir- 
able to  increase  carbohydrate  intake  potato 
or  bread  amply  suffices.  Many  children 
for  whom  glucose  is  so  commonly  prescribed 
will  eat  large  quantities  of  potato,  pro- 
perly cooked.  The  statement  in  the  N.W.F, 
is  admirable  in  its  accuracy  and  simplicity  : 
"  Dextrose  and  glucose  are  rarely  necessary 
except  for  intravenous  and  rectal  adminis- 
tration." 

Alcohol. — This  is  essential  in  large  quan- 
tities in  the  manufacture  of  munitions. 
Every  available  drop  should  be  conserved. 
Much  is  used  for  treating  patients'  backs. 
Carefully  controlled  observations  have 
proved  that  it  is  mostly  quite  unnecessary 
for  this  purpose.  Zinc  sulphate  in  half  to 
one  per  cent,  solution  is  quite  satisfactory 
for  general  use. 

The  importance  of  economy  in  liquid 
paraffin  is  easily  impressed,  for  it  is  asso- 
ciated with,  the  petrol  difficulty.  Potas- 
sium shortage  is  familiar,  but  that  of  bella- 
donna and  its  derivatives  is  less  appreciated. 
So  many  are  the  derivatives  of  the  phenol 
group  that  it  is  not  so  easy  to  bear  them 
all  in  mind  and  the  numerous  advertise- 
ments of  aspirin  and  similar  pain  removers 
seem  to  belie  our  efforts. 

What  proportion  does  prescribing  by 
doctors  bear  to  the  total  medical  use  of 
drugs  by  prescription  by  laymen,  nurses, 
pharmacists,  etc.,  as  the  result  of  oral 
recommendation,  advertisements  and  win- 
dow displays  ?  To  what  extent  are  pre- 
scribing and  dispensing  on  a  real  war 
footing  ?  For  my  own  part  I  think  we 
still  have  a  long  way  to  go  to  secure 
economy  in  these  directions. 

Proprietaries. — The  whole  problem  of 
supplies  to  makers  of  proprietaries,  of  self 
prescribing,  display  and  advertisement  seems 
to  call  for  action  more  urgently  even  than 
medical  prescribing.  One  read  not  so  long 
ago  annual  reports  of  large  firms  and  trusts 
whose  products  are  mostly  bought  other- 
wise than  by  medical  prescription.  The 
profits  of  one  was  roughly  half  the  total  cost 
of  N.H.I,  prescriptions  for  the  whole 
country. 

Ideally  every  prescription  should  be  in- 
dividual to  the  patient  and  his  disorder  and 
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should  be  based  on  answers  to  the  following 
questions  : — What  is  amiss  ?  What  physio- 
logical effect  is  it  desired  to  produce  ?  How 
may  this  best  be  achieved  ? 

Origin  of  N.W.F. — Sir  Wilson  Jameson, 
the  senior  medical  officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  called  a  conference  of  representa- 
tives of  various  bodies.  It  was  agreed  that 
all  formularies  would  need  revision  in  view 
of  war  conditions  and  it  was  desirable  that 
they  should  be  unified — a  single  formulary 
should  be  compiled  which  could  be  used  for 
institutions,  private  and  N.H.I,  practice  and 
for  the  Services.  It  would  greatly  facilitate 
the  exchange  or  transfer  of  medical  officers 
and  patients  between  institutions.  The 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  endorsed  the 
scheme  and  nominated  me  as  its  repre- 
sentative on  the  Committee  to  compile  the 
formulary. 

To  be  of  real  value  the  formulary  had  to 
represent  fairly  the  practice  of  prescribers 
of  every  variety  of  training  and  tradition 
throughout  the  country.  The  Pharma- 
copoeia of  one  of  our  larger  teaching  hos- 
pitals contained  under  forty  mixtures,  the 
old  National  Formulary  nearly  one  hun- 
dred;  the  N.W.F.  has  fifty-seven.  It  was 
most  desirable  to  have  knowledge  of  what 
is  in  fact  most  prescribed.  The  Ministry 
officials  provided  this  information  by 
analysing  and  tabulating  no  less  than 
50,000  N.H.I,  prescriptions  taken  at  random 
throughout  the  year  from  scripts  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

Problems  Involved.— The  digestive-sys- 
tem group  of  formulas  gives  some  illus- 
tration of  our  work.  The  mixtures  now 
form  a  series  starting  from  those  containing 
bitters  which  improve  appetite,  then  the 
carminative  and  neutralising  group,  and 
finally  the  intestinal  sedative  or  diarrhoea 
group  and  the  laxatives.  The  bitters  illus- 
trate some  of  our  problems.  The  tradi- 
tional bitter  is  gentian,  of  continental 
origin.  Calumba  and  quassia  need  long 
voyages  but  are  easy  to  prepare  and  are 
compatible  with  both  acid  and  alkali  while 
home-produced  hops  are  not.  Other  sub- 
stances, e.g.  brucine,  could  not  be  regarded 
as  generally  acceptable.  Our  choice  finally  fell 
on  quassia,  which  has  many  advantages.  It 
is  used  in  i  per  cent,  infusion  against  calumba 
5  per  cent.  The  infusion  is  perhaps  the  easiest 
galenical  to  prepare,  and  being  made  with 
cold  water  needs  no  fuel.  Apart  from  the 
fact  that  mixtures  made  with  fresh  infusion 
are  much  superior,  there  seems  no  justifica- 
tion for  using  the  concentrated  preparation 
which  contains  alcohol. 


A  bitter,  such  as  a  gentian  mixture,  has 
long  been  a  favourite  for  convalescents  to 
aid  appetite.  In  order  to  improve  muscular 
tone  strychnine  as  nux  vomica  is  commonly 
added.  The  nux  vomica  is  bitter  enough 
by  itself,  hence  gentian  or  quassia  is  redun- 
dant and  in  the  N.W.F.  it  is  omitted  and 
the  nux  vomica  used  alone. 

Alkaline  therapy  has  often  been  exces- 
sive. Many  patients  have  shown  symptoms 
of  severe  alkalosis,  especially  those  indulging 
in  self-medication  with  various  much-adver- 
tised stomach  powders.  Doses  capable  of 
neutralising  two-thirds  of  a  litre  of  deci- 
normal  acid  (which  may  be  taken  as  equi- 
valent to  good  gastric  juice)  were  quite 
normal.  An  attempt  to  guard  against  this 
risk  has  been  made.  In  no  case  is  the  dose 
prescribed  capable  of  neutralising  more 
than  250  c.c. 

Criticisms. — Critics  of  the  formulary  have 
said  that  it  contains  too  many  formulas  and 
that  their  number  could  be  materially  re- 
duced. Reduced,  yes,  but  not  materially 
if  it  is  to  retain  its  value.  Admittedly  there 
are  some  which  I  cannot  imagine  myself 
ever  prescribing  and  which,  perhaps,  I 
could  not  commend  to  my  students.  But 
the  formulary  is  not  mandatory,  it  is  not  a 
textbook  of  prescribing  (though  it  does 
make  many  valuable  suggestions  and  it 
does  not  exclude  extempore  prescribing). 
It  must  serve  as  a  link  between  prescriber 
and  dispenser.  Hence  if  a  certain  formula 
is  extensively  prescribed  it  has  claims 
for  consideration  for  inclusion  on  grounds 
of  convenience. 

Propaganda  and  Results.— Articles  in  the 
medical  Press  are  of  value.  Since  most 
doctors  in  private  practice  do  N.H.I,  work 
I  think  it  will  be 'found  that  they  will  use 
the  N.W.F.  more  and  more.  There  will 
always  be  some  who  are  slow  or  reluctant 
-to  change  their  ways.  Hospitals  are  a 
really  great  field  for  propaganda.  One  of 
which  I  have  knowledge  adopted  it  forth- 
with to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  Most 
have  been  sluggish.  Not  until  January 
were  the  E.M.S.  hospitals  circularised,  but 
in  April  they  were  instructed  that  the 
N.W.F.  should  be  the  only  formulary  used 
and  no  preparation  should  be  prescribed  by 
title  unless  in  the  B.P.,  the  B.P.C.  or  the 
N.W.F.  and  that  when  preparations  are 
prescribed  in  detail  the  recommendations  in 
the  beginning  should  be  followed. 

Hospital  Physicians. — There  is  a  great 
field  open  to  the  keen  and  tactful  hospital 
pharmacist  to  do  good  work  in  the  national 
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interest.  In  my  experience  junior  resident 
medical  staff  are  as  a  rule  only  too  willing 
to  receive  guidance  in  these  matters  and 
readily  respond  to  tactful  handling  and  help- 
ful suggestions. 

The  Formulary  is  necessarily  a  com- 
promise. Suggestions  for  its  improvement 
will  always  be  most  welcome.  My  col- 
leagues and  I  make  no  claim  that  it  is 
perfect,  but  we  do  claim  that  we  have  made 
a  fair  attempt  at  an  important  piece  of 
work,  that  we  have  gone  some  way  to 
solving  a  problem,  and  that  we  have  made 
some  contribution  to  the  national  welfare 
and  to  the  conduct  of  the  war.  We  feel 
that  the  book  is  not  unworthy  of  its  title. 
Its  adoption  should  benefit  individuals  and 
in  no  way  be  harmful  to  the  community. 
Indeed,  I  suggest  that  we  should  Latinise 
this  and  adopt  it  as  a  motto  : — 
"  Quod  singulis  prosit,  nec  universis  obsit." 

Discussion. — The  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  points  raised.  Asked  if  liniments 
should  be  prescribed  in  i-oz.  instead  of  2-oz. 
quantities,  Dr.  Hamill  thought  that  it 
would  be  a  very  good  thing  if  the  public 
could  be  educated  to  use  i-oz.  instead  of 
2-oz.  Answering  a  question  relating  to 
burnt  sugar,  he  said  he  thought  that  sugar 
should  be  eaten  for  its  value  in  metabolism 
and  not  burnt,  and  hinted  that  burnt  sugar 
might  be  withdrawn  in  future. 

Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  thought  that  the 
National  War  Formulary  was  quite  satis- 
factory, but  he  felt  that  many  pharmacists 
would  be  left  with  large  stocks  of  galenicals 
which  are  not  required  since  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Formulary.  He  thought  that 
practising  Panel  chemists  might  have  been 
better  represented  on  the  committee 
responsible  for  the  Formulary.  In  reply 
Dr.  Hamill  said  that  in  compiling  the 
Formulary  he  had  no  particular  interest 
about  anyone's  personal  convenience  except 
that  of  the  patient.  He  said  the  task  before 
the  committee  was  to  prepare  what  was 
considered  to  be  generally  the  most  useful 
and  practical  Formulary.  This  had  been 
their  single  aim.  There  had  been  much 
controversy  about  when  the  Formulary 
should  come  into  force,  but  the  Ministry 
of  Health  was  responsible  for  fixing  the 
date.  Asked  why  mist,  digitalis  N.W.F. 
contained  n\  lo  of  acid,  hydrochlor.  dil.  per 
dose.  Dr.  Hamill  said  that  a  large  proportion 
of  patients  needing  digitalis  have  congestion 
of  the  liver  and  the  gastro-intestinal  tract 
with  deficiency  of  hydrochloric  acid  in  the 
stomach.  Furthermore,  digitalis  keeps 
better  in  slightly  acid  solution.  He  took  full 


personal  responsibility  for  this  and  said  that 
although  this  may  not  perhaps  be  the  best 
method  of  administering  digitalis,  it  is  a 
good  form  of  digitalis  mixture.  He  did  not 
think  the  dose  of  T([  lo  acid,  hydrochlor.  dil. 
was  excessive.  He  said  that  the  aim  of  the 
committee  had  been  to  provide  a  range  of 
medicines  to  meet  the  ordinary  require- 
ments of  therapeutics.  Asked  why  the 
formula  of  lotio  calaminse  was  only  slightly 
altered,  he  said  the  amendment  was 
probably  to  translate  the  older  formula  to 
a  simpler  one,  e.g.  calamine  and  zinc  oxide 
5  per  cent.,  glycerin  3  per  cent.  To  prevent 
any  doubt  about  the  requirements  of  a 
prescriber  the  latter  should,  if  the  formula 
was  not  in  the  B.P.,  B.P.C.  or  N.W.F., 
write  the  formula  in  full.  Dr.  Hamill 
recommended  that  if  a  formula  is  in  the 
N.W.F.  as  well  as  in  the  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  the 
N.W.F.  should  be  chosen. 

Referring  to  the  medical  use  of  glucose, 
he  said  that  he  saw  no  reason  why  sucrose 
should  not  be  substituted  for  glucose  in  the 
interest  of  economy.  To  fill  up  the  liver 
before  an  operation  to  prevent  shock  was 
highly  desirable,  but  he  thought  this  could 
be  done  satisfactorily  by  the  use  of  sucrose. 

Proposing  the  vote  of  thanks.  Dr.  C.  H. 
Hampshire  said  that  Dr.  Hamill  had  a 
sincere  liking  for  pharmacy  and  a  desire  for 
its  welfare.  He  thought  that  the  production 
of  the  N.W.F.  was  a  notable  piece  of  work 
and  that  Dr.  Hamill  had  driven  his  varied 
team  on  the  committee  very  well  in  arriving 
at  the  final  Formulary.  He  thought  that  it 
might  be  some  time  before  the  Formulary 
was  properly  assimilated,  but  that  most  of 
the  difficulties  discussed  would  disappear 
with  assimilation.  He  thought  that  any 
stocks  held  by  pharmacists  would  be 
absorbed  in  time.  Seconding,  Miss  E. 
HoDGKiNSON  said  that  in  her  experience 
hospital  doctors  were  doing  all  they  could 
to  co-operate  in  the  yse  of  the  N.W.F. 


Private  Employment  Agencies. — The 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  sent  a 
letter  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  asking  for  an 
assurance  that  there  is  no  intention  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  to  eliminate 
private  employment  agencies  after  the  war. 
The  letter  urges  the  Chamber's  view  that 
a  monopoly  of  employment  agencies,  even 
though  Government-owned,  would  consti- 
tute an  undesirable  curtailment  of  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  and  points  out  that 
private  fee-charging  agencies  have  been 
able  to  function  successfully  despite  the  free 
services  offered  by  the  State  in  recent  years. 
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The  nineteenth  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  British  Chemical  and  Dyestuffs  Traders' 
Association  was  held  on  May  13,  Mr.  A.  F. 
Lawson  (chairman)  presiding.  Following 
the  adoption  of  the  accounts  Mr-.  Lawson 
referred  to  the  fact  that  the  year  1941  had 
proved  yet  another  period  of  progressive 
activity  for  the  Association.  Throughout 
the  year,  he  said,  the  distribution  of  chemi- 
cals was  well  organised  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  essential  consuming  industries, 
and  problems  of  supply,  due  to  the  scarcity 
of  some  products,  were  often  surmounted 
by  the  resourcefulness  of  chemical  traders 
in  finding  substitute  materials.  Frequent 
bulletins  were  issued  by  the  Association 
drawing  the  attention  of  members  to  matters 
of  special  interest,  and  cordial  relationships 
were  maintained  with  Government  depart- 
ments. There  was  no  doubt,  he  thought, 
that  the  contacts  established  between  the 
Association  and  the  various  controls  have 
contributed  to  smooth  working. 

Representative  Groups 

To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Association 
action  was  taken  to  set  up  a  representative 
group  for  each  of  the  main  classes  of  chemi- 
cals, and  subsequently  each  group  appointed 
a  standing  committee  to  examine  such 
questions  as  may  arise  of  special  concern 
to  that  particular  section  of  the  trade. 
Several  matters  of  concern  to  the  heavy 
chemicals  group,  the  wood  distillates  and 
allied  synthetic  products  group  and  the 
group  for  pigments,  colours,  minerals  and 
extenders  were  considered,  before  the 
groups  were  formed,  by  interested  firms. 

A  number  of  questions  were  raised  for  the 
consideration  of  the  coal  tar  products 
group.  With  regard  to  cresylic  acid  the 
proposal  to  fix  maximum  prices  for  the 
product  was  the  subject  of  discussions 
between  the  Association's  coal  tar  products 
group  and  the  Coal  Tar  Controller,  with  the 
result  that  provision  had  been  made  for 
merchants  handling  cresylic  acid  in  the 
Coal  Tar  Acids  Prices  Order.  Because  of 
the  increasing  importance  of  coal  tar  pro- 
ducts to  the  war  industries  provision  had 
been  made  in  the  Coal  Tar  Order  for  a  wider 
form  of  control.  The  standing  committee 
of  the  coal  tar  products  group  was  giving 
active  consideration  to  these  matters  and 
he  did  not  doubt  for  a  moment  that  by  close 
co-operation  between  the  Association  and 
the  Coal  Tar  Controller  any  problems  that 
were  likely  to  arise  would  be  surmounted. 


Lease-Lend  Arrangements 

Of  the  several  questions  which  had  been 
before  the  standing  committee  of  the  drugs 
and  pharmaceuticals  group  the  most  im- 
portant was  that  concerning  the  distribution 
of  products  under  Lease-Lend  arrangements. 
This  matter  was  originally  raised  in  June 
last  when  the  executive  council  decided  tc 
draw  attention  to  the  need  for  maintaining 
the  normal  channels  of  distribution  for 
imported  chemicals.  At  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply  the  Association  had 
agreed  to  organise,  as  agents  for  the  Minis- 
ter, the  distribution  of  a  number  of  products 
imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  on 
Lease-Lend  terms.  The  scope  of  this  work 
was  at  present  limited  to  a  range  of  pharma- 
ceutical products  and  members  of  the  drugs 
and  pharmaceuticals  group  were  already 
acquainted  with  the  procedure  that  was 
being  followed.  Should  products  of  interest 
to  other  sections  of  the  trade  come  within 
the  scheme  the  appropriate  group  would, 
of  course,  be  consulted. 

In  concluding  his  report  Mr.  Lawson 
emphasised  the  importance  of  approaching 
mutual  problems  collectively  within  the 
Association  and  pointed  out  that  problems 
of  reconstruction  after  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  would  only  be  surmounted  by  the 
closest  co-operation  in  all  trades  and 
industries.  The  report  was  adopted  with 
expressions  of  warm  approval.

Red  Cross  Fund. — Recently,  Lord 
Southwood  (chairman  of  the  Red  Cross 
Penny-a-Week  Fund)  made  a  special  appeal 
to  employers  who  are  not  already  doing  so 
to  help  the  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  by  giving 
their  workers  facilities  for  joining  the 
Penny-a-Week  Fund.  In  the  first  ten 
days  following  the  appeal  no  fewer  than 
1,050  employers,  employing  approximately 
150,000  workers,  responded  favourably. 
Of  these  220  were  London  firms.  The 
final  results  of  the  appeal  may  not  be  known 
for  some  weeks.

Business  in  the  London  drug  markets 
continues  restricted,  and  sales  are  mostly 
for  current  consuming  requirements.  Few 
price  changes  have  occurred,  and  there  is 
certainly  no  tendency  towards  any  lowering 
of  values.  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 
have  been  ' '  marking  time  prices  remaining 
steady." 

Crude  Drugs 

Market  business  in  these  commodities  has 
been  poor,  but  merchants  report  a  fair 
consuming  trade.  Agar  has  been  in  small 
inquiry,  and  one  or  two  bales  of  "  free  " 
material  have  gone  into  consumption.  Fair 
interest  has  again  been  shown  in  Cape 
Aloes,  Antimony  is  in  fair  supply  for 
official  requirements,  but  not  for  other  uses. 
Considerable  variations  are  noted  in  holders' 
ideas  of  the  value  of  Sumatra  Benzoin. 
BucHU  LEAVES  remains  firm  and  in  meagre 
supply.  Approved  consumers  of  Camphor 
have  again  taken  steady  supplies  at  previ- 
ously recorded  prices.  Plentiful  supplies  of 
Ergot  are  available,  but  little  interest  is 
being  displayed.  No  information  has  yet 
been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
regarding  fixed  prices  for  Ginger,  and 
quotations  are  nominal,  with  supplies 
restricted.  Business  in  Ipecacuanha  is 
moderate ;  shipment  offers  of  Matto 
Grosso  are  difi&cult  to  obtain.  Prices  of 
Nutmegs  remain  at  the  slightly  lower  levels 
noted  last  week.  Some  West  Indian  bitter 
Orange  peel  is  available  on  spot.  Pi- 
mento is  steady  on  spot  at  the  increased 
price  recorded  last  week.  Some  Indian 
Psyllium  seed  is  quoted  for  shipment. 
Rather  more  interest  is  being  taken  in 
Rhubarb.  The  only  change  in  Seeds  is  a 
higher  price  now  being  quoted  for  English 
Mustard.  Senega  remains  in  poor  supply.

Demand  for  these  products  continues 
quiet,  with  few  price  changes  to  record.
